Professor Studies TV Show

Last summer, while most students and professors 
abandoned school work in favor of having fun on their 
vacations, one CSUS professor combined school work 
with vacation 

Communications Professor Paula Zaby spent six 
weeks doing research on the set of “Cagney and Lacey,” a 
CBS series about two female police officers. Zaby's 
research showed how the program creates such “an intense 
and realisuc identification phenomenon.” 

Over 30 million loyal viewers each week identify with 
some of the problems and characters that “Cagney and 
Lacey” face 

“The characters are depicted in situations that don’t 
always follow a formula,” explained Zaby. “They give us 
an ‘I can live with it’ attitude to many of our own 
unspoken doubts and disappointments 

“The endings aren't always happy, but they're real,” 
she added. “We tune in next week and there they are. The 
characters go through a crisis and usually come out OK, 
giving viewers a sense that there ts a life after a crisis.” 
“Cagney and Lacey” makes people feel they are not alone 
with their problems 

Zaby uses her summer research in her classroom to 
draw examples of conflicts in careez, relationships and 
self-identity 

According to Zaby the program brings home an 
immediate understanding to many students who watch the 
show and know the characters. “Students sometimes find 
it difficult to immediately apply textbook situations to 
themselves and their own lives,” explained Zaby. 
“However, there's immediately a connection between 
these theories and examples taken from a realistic 
contemporary ‘'rama to which they can relate.” The show 
mirrors many of the same concerns students experience 
themselves. 

Married students relate to Lacey, who must realize that 
she and her family might never have that house in the 


suburbs she has aiways wanted. Single students can 
identify with Cagney who, after still another failed 
romance, begins to believe she will probably be happier 
staying single 

Professor Zaby is also interested in how the cast and 
crew are motivated to produce quality programs week 
after week 

“These people were motivated into behavior, ” said 
Zaby. “That's an unusually strong motivation for many 
people to do something.” Zaby found that the driving force 
and primary motivator is executive producer Barney 
Rosenzweig 

When CBS executives cancelled the show it was 
Rosenzweig who directed angry viewers to write their 
local newspapers. He reasoned that television executives 
don’t always read fan mail but they do read newspapers 
“This show is so umique that the fans had enough energy 
and gumption to actually stage that kind of campaign,” 
said Zaby. 


The directors, producers, writers, the rest of the crew, 
and of course the cast all contribute to the show's 
dedication to quality programs. According to Zaby 
everyone is in touch with what goes on outside the fantasy 
world of television. Scripts are based on real life situations 
and how real people behave. “They deal with underlying 
emotions that touch everyone,” said Zaby. 

Zaby’s research required her to follow the production 
schedule for the cast and crew which sometimes included 
12- and 14-hour days. Although Zaby talked with them, 
she mostly observed the professionals at work. 

“I gota sense from them of genuine caring,” said Zaby. 
“Not only about doing an excellent job, but about each 
other as well. This is a behind-the-scenes aspect that shines 
through in the final product. 

“There is not a complex mystery about why this show 
works,” said Zaby. “It's based on real people, moving 
around in intelligent scripts, reacting honestly to what is 
often a crazy world.”

Pubs Help Drinkers Home 


Fanny Ann's Has 
T’'m Driving Club’

Sacramento has drunk driving 
problems. In 1983, 10,505 people 
were arrested for dnving under the 
influence in Sacramento County 

Fanny Ann's Saloon in Old Sa- 
cramento has developed a year-round 
program to deal with the drinking 
driver before he gets busted. Six 
months ago, Grand American Fare, 
owner of Fanny Ann's began the “I’m 
Driving Club.” 

One member of a drinking group 
is designated as the driver. That 
person gets free non-alcoholic bever- 
ages all night, an official membership 
card, and an “I’m Driving” button 
The driver stays sober and drives. 

Ken Poppers, promotions man- 
ager at Fanny Ann’s, said this is a 
friendlier approach to an old prob- 
lem. “Generally,” he said, “99 percent 
of the drinkers are able to drive safely, 
but drunk driving is a problem and we 
feel a social responsibility to deal with 
it. The new drunk driving laws are 
great, but they don’t stop drunk 
driving.” 

The core of the program is to 
persuade drinkers that they too share 
responsibility for mixing drinking and 
driving. Stickers, posters, and Fanny 
Ann’s 25 employees and five manag- 
ers promote the program. 

“People do ask us about it,” 
Poppers said. ‘We can have 12 
inquiries one night and zero for two 
weeks. Mostly, we keep an eye on 
groups and if we notice a problem 
starting,we approach them and ask 
them to participate.”

Confetti cooperates with Yellow 
Cab Comany of Sacramento, so 
patrons who have had too much to 
drink get a ride home at no charge to 
the customer 

Legally, the employees cannot 
force customers to take a cab or 
detain them. But, a rather convincing 
doorman has a way with reluctant 
guests 


During training, employees see 
films and attend lectures on the 
hazards of drinking and driving. They 
learn to handle customers who have 


had too much to drink. A vice 
president from MADD —- Mothers 
Against Drunk Driving — spoke to 


the employees. MADD endorses 
Confetti in San Diego and the com- 
pany hopes for the same in Sac- 
ramento. 

The concept of taking responsibil- 
ity for patrons and making sure they 
don't drive drunk 1s working weil, 
according to employees.
